1. (A) SIGNED COMMENTARY IN MAY THIRTY ZA RUBEZHOM (E. MAKAROV, 

N. RATIANI) SAYS THAT "ESPECIALLY NOTICEABLE INCREASE IN 
ATTACKS ON DETENTE" IN U.S. RESULT OF FEAR OF "CERTAIN CIRCLES" 

OF POSSIBLE INCREASE OF PACIFISM AFTER COLLAPSE IN INDOCHINA 
AND OF NEED FOR "TENSION" TO PROMOTE NEW ARMS RACE AND INCREASE 
ATLANTIC SOLIDARITY. OPPONENTS OF DETENTE, COMMENTARY CONTINUES, 
USE INTENTIONAL DISTORITIONS AND UNTRUTHS TO WARP MEANING OF 
AGREEMENTS USSR HAS SIGNED WITH WEST, THEREBY UNDERCUTTING 
POLICY OF OWN GOVERNMENTS. IN SEPARATE ARTICLE IN ZA 
RUBEZHOM COMMENTATOR K. KOMAR ATTACKS VOA AND OTHER WESTERN

INTENSIFIED PRESSURE IN THE UK TO HAVE AIRCRAFT WITHDRAWN

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2. NATO. ALL CENTRAL PRESS COVERS NATO SUMMIT. IZVESTIYA'S 
TASS REPORT EMPHASIZES DIFFERENCES BETWEEN NATO STATES ON 
SERIES OF QUESTIONS, NOTES PRESIDENT'S BILATERAL MEETINGS 
WITH OTHER HEADS OF GOVERNMENT IN ATTEMPT TO REMOVE THESE 
DIFFERENCES. GREECE/TURKEY ISSUES AND QUESTION OF SPAIN ENTRY 
INTO NATO MENTIONED AS PROMINENT IN DISCUSSIONS. REPORT

SOVIET BLOC AND GAVE CREDIT FOR SOVIET FOREIGN POLICY SUCCESS 

TO ITS STRENGTHENING ECONOMY AND MILITARY CAPABILITY PLUS 
COORDINATED AND CONSISTENT ACTIONS AND POLICY BY THE SOVIET 
BLOC. USTINOV ALSO COMPARED FLOURISHING SOVIET ECONOMY
